Speaking in behalf of A. E. 
‘Cofer whe requested outside wa- 
ter for a proposed restaurant and 
two new homes on Foothill 
boulevard outside of the city lim- 
its, Mr. Cable said, “I’m trying 
to build something out there 
that’s going to be a beautiful 
spot. I'd like to ask one favor 
of the council, that you give me 
a little cooperation.” 

Mayor Eugene G. Nibet and 
Councilman Paul Hottel both told 
Mr. Cable that it was an estab- 
lished policy of the council not 
to encourage commercial estab- 
lishments on Foothill boulevard. 

HAVE FAITH 

“We're not bucking you. We 
have faith in you,” Mayor Nisbet 
declared, “But as to this matter 
of extending our water lines out- 
side of the city, we have to estab- 
lish a definite plan.” 

The Upland mayor added that 
since the citizens of Upland were 
not allowed to build commercial

Forty Years Ago Dr. Hill| Heights Firemen 
Came Here; Plans To Retire 


Dr. Merton E. Hill, with 42 
years of school administrative 
work behind him, plans to retire 
“before many years’, he told The 
Upland News yesterday. 

Director of Admissions at the 
University of California in Berke- 
ley and Los Angeles since 1931, 
Dr. Hill resigned on July 1, and 
will be professor of education at 
Berkeley until his retirement, he 
said. 


Dr. Hill, who was the leading 
force in the organization of Chaf- 
fey and its first superintendent, 
came te Upland 40 years ago last 
Wednesday. A charter member 
of the Upland Rotary club, he 
spoke to Rotarians Wednesday, 
telling them that as far as he 
was concerned “Upland was the 
best spot in the world” in which 
to live. 

Dr, and Mrs Hill came to Up- 
land on July 31, 1906, with their 


furniture packed in a wagon that 
was drawn by horses. 

“We drove in that wagon for 
15 hours and we didn’t see a car 
all day,” Dr. Hill said, recalling 
his first day in the city. The 
Hills settled in a house directly 
across from the present Woman's 
club building where Dr. Hill spoke 
last Wednesday. 

Two years after his arrival in 
Upland, Dr. Hill became principal | 
of the Upland grammar school | 
and had as his students many of 
the people who today are promi- 
nent in the business and civic life 
of the community. 

He related how the first trees, 
flowers and shrubbery planted at 
the site where the Upland junior 
high school is today was done by 
pupils and faculty members of 
the school. 

“It didn’t have a tree, shrub or 
flower when we moved into the 
school,” Dr, Hill said. |

at is interesiing to note that the G. L's seldom mention 
the places where tney have been, but if you ask an intelli- 
gent question you receive a concise answer, accurately 
stated. People who travel most speak least of thei: experi- 
ences. Fossibly that is because they realize there is so 
much in the world that they do not know. In the Far East 
I have noted that the casual visitor of a few months is likely 
to write a book, while those who have lived there thirty 
years or longer hesitate to declare themselves, realizing that 
there are many interpretations of what we see, and many 
different backgrounds. 

Once I was crossing the Pacific and asked a seasoned 
traveler how many times he had crossed. He answered, 
“I have not kept a record; but this is possibly my twenty-ninth 
or thirtieth crossing.” Yet he never told us of those experi- 
ences—just let us learn for ourselves. The fellow who made 
but one trip to Europe is likely to feel that he saw it all, and 
likes to tell us of his life there.

Voters Approve 
Tax Proposal In

Voters in Cucamonga and Alta 
Loma overwhelmingly approved 
an increase in the school tax as- 
sessment at the polls Tuesday.
